ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
GREENWOOD — 1953 


The three preschool conferences were well received hav- 
ing a total attendance of sixty-one at these conferences. 
Thirty children were given the protective immunizations for 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. Twenty were given 
smallpox vaccination. The attending physician gave a phy- 
sical examination to each child. It was through the efforts 
of the Committee, Town Officials and Dr. Boynton that this 
was accomplished. Early immunization safeguards our chil- 
dren from illness and offers one of the biggest preventative 
measures known today. 


School physicals were done in grades 1, 4 and 7. Fol- 
low-up visits have been made. Local agencies have provided 
transportation and clinie services have been offered where 
indicated. 

Hearing tests with the Audiometer will be given during 
the school year. 

The public health nurse is always happy and willing to 
help the Community with its Health Problems.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the Town 
of Greenwood have been audited for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1952. 


The examination was made by Auditor P. H. Allen in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and includ- 
ed all procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar 
as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments, 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for the 
period designated. Recommendations are also offered which 
are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1952 to December 31, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Green- 
wood has been completed for the municipal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1952. The audit meluded an examination of the 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sug- 
gestions appear worthy of consideration by the municipal 
officials : 


Attention is directed to Chapter 225 of the 
Public Laws of 1947 which provides in part 
that deposits shall be made by the treasurer at 
least twice each month when balances exceed 
$100.00. 


Transfers between accounts should be record- 
ed by journal entries rather than to clear 
through the treasurer’s cash account. 


Prenumbered triplicate receipts should be uti- 
lized by the tax collector. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $2,479.81, and is summarized 
as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $3,501.63 
Overdrafts 1,021.82 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,479.81 


Overdrafts were noted in certain appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney General has ad- 
vised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in 
certain instances where emergencies arise in highway activ- 
ities and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway ap- 
propriation. 
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Available Funds and Expenditures 


A comparative statement of available funds and expen- 
ditures (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the current year 
available funds increased by $814.49 as compared with the 
previous year. Expenditures for the same period decreased 
by $42.21. Following is a summary of the differences as 
compared with the 1951 year:

Reserves and Surplus 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it 
was determined that the net unexpended balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year totaled $253.61, (Exhibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $13,194.89 or a net decrease of $42.25 as compared with 
the preceding year. This decrease was oceasioned principal- 
ly by the authorized transfer of $2,500.00 to the snow removal 
account less available funds over expenditures of $2,479.81. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding indebtedness of the 
town totalling $6,000.00 (Schedule A-6), which is to be re- 
tired from revenues of future years. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust 
by the town were reviewed. The fund principals of $1,168.00 
and income of $250.16 are represented by time deposits in 
the Bethel Savings Bank. 
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The capital reserve fund amounted to $1,220.68 at the 
close of the municipal year and is represented by a U. S. 
Treasury Bond of $500.00, a time deposit of $708.18 in the 
Bethel Savings Bank, and $12.50 due from general fund. 


General 


From the examination of the town clerk’s records it was 
ascertained that the townspeople authorizezd the transfer of 
excise tax monies to the town hall account and also the ap- 
propriation of $2,500.00 from unappropriated surplus for 
snow removal. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by methods 
and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification 
were utilized to determine the correctness of tax tnd tax 
lien accounts. Insurance and bond coverages were examined. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town, Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at December 31, 1952, and the result of its op- 
erations for the year then ended.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Greenwood: 


I am happy to report that the Town of Greenwood at 
the present time have five efficient teachers in their schools 
Mrs. Floribel Haines who succeeded Mr. Meserve as Princi- 
pal of the Locke Mills School is carrying out the teaching 
and administrative duties in a creditable manner. We were 
fortunate, after a rather hectic fall term, to find a regular 
teacher for the Locke Mills Intermediate room. Mrs. Frances 
foge with her many years of teaching experience now has 
the situation well in hand. 

Partly because of the requirements of the State Teach- 
ers Minimum Salary Law, and partly because your committee 
realizes the need of paying the teachers more, further salary 
increases are in order. ‘This proposed increase is the main 
cause of your committee asking for more funds for school 
maintenance. 


The school committee has discussed repairs rather fully, 
both in terms of immediate needs and for future years. No 
exact figure is being mentioned for this account but will be 
decided by you at the annual meeting after having heard 
a full discussion of the immediate and future plans. 

We again wish to thank the Ekeo Corporation for the 
generous donation toward the operation of lunch programs 
in the Greenwoood Schools. Beeause of the small number 
of pupils involved it is impossible to operate a program 
without outside financial assistance. It may be advisable for 
the town to begin thinking about raising money to support 
the lunch program. Most towns are now doing this. A place 
to prepare meals at the school is certainly needed at Locke 
Mills. 


I wish to thank all who have in any way helped earry on 
the work of the Greenwood Schools.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a constable of the Town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Monday, the 
first day of March, 1954, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1953. 

Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sums the town will vote to pay per 
day, to the selectmen, assessors, and overseers of the poor 
for their services. 

Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 
missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 

Art. 8. To elect a commisioner or commissioners. 

Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 10. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. School Maintenance. 
2. Repairs. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for the year 1953. 
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Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health for local services. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction un- 
der provisions of Section 19, Chap. 28, R. S. of 1930 or under 
provisions of Section 3, Chap. 289, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for winter roads, snow removal, sanding, repairs, 
ete. 


Art. 15. .To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of summer roads and 
bridges. 

Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the payment of interest. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town officers’ salaries and miscel- 
laneous expenses. 


Art. 18. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of town poor. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day observance. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for support of street lights. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Aid to Dependent Children (Mo- 
thers’ Aid). 


Art. 22. To see what sums per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, trucks, teams and tractors for labor on the town 
roads. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to tar the improved section of Howe 
Hill Road. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to accept the eift 
of $500.00 from Ekeo Foundation, to be used for the pur- 
chase of portable firefighting equipment. 
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Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money ‘for the purchase of fire fighting 
equipment. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to set up an equip 
ment account and appropriate or transfer a sum of money 
for same. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
and tax collector’s bonds. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town equipment against property 
damage and personal liability. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to procure temporary loans in anti- 
cipation of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of the 
town; such loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year, out of monies raised during said year by taxes. Said 
loans not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to sell such real estate acquired by 
tax liens as they may deem advisable for the best interest of 
the town, and convey the same by quit claim deed. Such 
real estate to be advertised for thirty days. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for cutting bushes along the town 
highways. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $1,000. or more for the payment of tractor notes due Dee. 
31, 1954. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000 for the payment of a Tax note 
due Dee. 31, 1954. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal government in the control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with R. 8. Chap. 32, 
Section 54. 


Art. 35. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Town Hall expenses for 1954. 
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Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 to be paid to the State of Maine 
Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources and attractions of the State of Maine. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of painting the Town 
Hall. 


Art. 38. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for its share of Social Security benefits for 
its employees. 


Art. 39. Te see if the town will vote to permit interested 
people to raise Johnnie’s Bridge, so-called, and the approach- 
es to it, without cost to the town, in a manner to reasonably 
satisfy the Selectmen. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for Civil Defense and Publie Safety. 


Art. 41. To see what action the town will take in regard 


to a Town Dump and to raise and appropriate a sum of money 
for this purpose if necessary. 


Art. 42. To see if the Town of Greenwood would author- 
ize the selectmen to maintain a light on route 26 at intersec- 
tion of Greenwood road, if the state should see necessity for 
installing one, money to be taken from excise tax or surplus. 


Art. 48. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock of the 
day of such meeting for the purpose of correcting the list 
of voters.
